“In your patience possess ye your 
souls.” Luke 21:19. The Syriac Version 
gives it, “By your patience will ye 
preserve your souls.” The opposite to 
this would be, by your impatience will 
you lose your souls. There are many 
today suffering under a guilty con- 
science because of impatience. Tempta- 
tion came, perhaps in a way of abuse; 
they were called bad names, or per- 
haps someone struck them or spit in 
their face, they then lost their pa- 
tience. They forget that Jesus, our ex- 
ample of patience had suffered such 
things before them. Then they try to 
console themselves by saying, “I just 
could not help it, it was more than I 
could bear.” Brother, I believe that 
you are mistaken. The Lord has prom- 
ised that we shall not be tempted 
above that we are able to bear, but 
will make a way of escape in every 
temptation. 


It is necessary that we should have 
trials, but advantage comes in our 
standing true in such trials. James 
says, ,‘The trying of your faith work- 
eth patience.” This seems to indicate 
that patience, like a plant in good 
soil, needs to grow in our lives. It 
also seems to indicate that the reason 
some people have no patience is be 
cause it has not been cultivated in 
the trial of their faith. 


James says again, “Let patience 
have her perfect work.” The defini- 
tion for patience is the power of suf- 
fering or enduring with fortitude. 
“Fortitude” means — fized, settled, 
established. Then to have patience, 
one has power to endure in time of 
trial and retain their stability, their 
integrity, other words their religion. 

This power is undoubtedly given in 
sanctification, but in order to retain 
this power we must LET patience have 
her perfect work. She wants to work, 
but will you let her? There is much 
destruction, suffering and heart-aches 
because of patience not being allowed 
to work. 


Patience Works When Self-will 
‘Is Curbed 

The thing to do when occasion de- 
mands for patience to work is to de- 
mand that old self-will step back and 
let patience work, she will perform 
wonders if you will curb self-will for 
a few minutes, 

“Two great lawyers were engaged 
in a case involving tremendous issues. 
At a critical point one of the lawyers 
lost his patience and gave expression 
to discourteous remarks that required 
apologies. He weakened his case and 
caused the jury to think that he might 
be as weak in his arguments as he 
had been in his temper. His impa- 
tience cost him his case.” 4 

I do not believe that it is necessary 
for a child of God to lose his patience 
and say, and do things that not only 


grieve those around, but grieves the 
Spirit of God until He takes His de- 
parture and the man has lost his soul. 

Why not rather, “In your patience 
possess your soul?” Some people fret 
and worry until their patience as well 
as the patience of others has worn 
threadbare. 

“Mrs. Wiggs.’ of the cabbage patch’ 
said, ‘I’ve made it a practice to put 
ul my worries down in the bottom of 
my heart, then sit on the lid and 
smilie, Mrs. Wiggs of the Cabbage 
Patch just sits and lets patience have 
her perfect work. 

I have often wondered about some
